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(54) WASHING NET 
(57)Abstract: 

PURPOSE: To prevent the laundry stored in a net from being set aside or 
rounded during the washing process. 

CONSTITUTION: Zippers 15 for fixing the laundry is provided In a bag-like net 
having an insertion/delivery port of the laundry. The washing net 10 has sleeve 
sections 17 storing the sleeves of the sleeved clothes 20 for a child, and the 
zippers 15 are provided at positions where both shoulder sections of the clothes 
20 are fixed. The net material is formed with a nonfluorescent net using no 
formalin.

[Claim 5] It is the wash network of any one publication among claims 1-4 characterized by consisting oi non-fluorescence networks in 
which said washing is clothing for babies, and said saccate network is not using formalin.

DETAILED DESCRIPTION 



Petailed Description of the Invention] 

Eustrial Application] This invention relates to the wash network for washing, where the washing is contained. The washing especially 
contained in the network inclines in the process washed, or is related with the wash network which enabled it to prevent carrymg out round- 
head relaxation. 

[cfescliplion of the Prior Art] Various objects are proposed and, as for the wash network for conventionally, washing, where the washing is 
contained, marketing is also carried out again. ' , -» u- u vt. o 

[00031 For example when the washing is clothing with a sleeve as are shown m drawingj , and the wash network 3 which consists ot a 
saccate network which has the receipls-and-payments opening 2 of the washing as a general and simple wash network is also indicated arid 
it is shown in drawing 5 , the housing part 5 which contains the sleeve of this clothing with a sleeve, and the wash network 3 which has 5 
are also indicated by .1P,3-92481,U. 1 is a fastener which opens and closes the receipts-and-payments opening 2. 
[0004] According to such a wash network, the merit of being able to wash preventing trespass of the waste thread from other washing is 
obtained by containing the washing to this and supplying to a washer. 

[probllm(s) to be Solved bv the Invention] In the convemional wash netAvork mentioned above, while this was rubbed within the washer, 
the problem that the contained washing may incline within a network, or round-head relaxation might be carried out and it might not be 

[OO^e^ln l^^^^ network for clothing with a sleeve as especially shown in drawing^ , from the housing part 5 and 5', the sleeve of 
clothine enters imo ejection and a drum section 4, and may be round, and it might be unable to wash well. 

10007] The object of this invention solves the above troubles, and the washing contained in the network mclines in the process washed, or 
is to offer the wash network which can prevent carrying out round-head relaxation. 

[Sns for Solving the Problem] In order to attain the above-memioned object, a wash network according to claim 1 is a saccate network 
which has receipts-and-pavments opening of the washing, and is characterized by having stops for fixing said washing to the interior
